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Art Blooms At the Marion Art Center

The Marion Art Center is a well-known and much- 
loved cultural venue that over many decades has hosted 
light-hearted musicals to serious works of art and nearly 
everything in between. The building itself is a treasure - a 
historical and architectural gem in the heart of Marion. 

On the evening of June 3, the center hosted a showing 
of abstract paintings by Susan Strauss of Westport and 
Allison Horvitz of Somerset. The two artists whose 
entire lives have been devoted to developing their 
understanding of and talent in visual arts shared the 
antique building's walls in what can only be described as 
superb expressions. 

The colors used by each artist and the technique 
of applying layers of either acrylic or oil paints were in 
harmony, fully complimenting one another as few artists 
can hope to achieve.

itself." 

Horvitz shared, "My life is my work. My work is not 
about landscapes or flowers, it's an emotional reaction to 
my life." She said the layers of acrylic paint, which she 
scrapes out in places to create depth inside the canvas, are 
sculptural.

Of this evening's event West thought, "It's nice to 
have two Marion organizations coming together in a great 
collaboration."

kortous (top) of a model volcano, and mixing vinegar 
with red dye and pouring it in. Next, she delighted in 
emptying a packet of cherry Pop Rocks into the mix to 
release a sizzling solution of fizzing lava down the sides 
of the volcano. 

"It (the Pop Rocks) makes it have a bubbling sound," 
Detrani said. 

Strolling through the cafetorium, one passed an 
abundance of 'sciency' secrets solved, as well as how the 
groups came up with the conclusions to their provocative 
questions. Can eggs bounce? (Yes, gently). What solution 
is best for keeping an apple slice from turning brown? 
(Lemon juice). 

Blake Gagne, second grade, took another approach to 
his science project, setting out to solve one of the world's 
most pressing problems: saving the world from global 
warming. 

Gagne explored the way animal flatulence creates 
methane gas that, in turn, contributes to climate change. 
He thought up a good way to effectively capture that 
methane gas before it escapes into the atmosphere. His 
preferred method was a "methane-capturing device" - a 
diaper, essentially, filled with coffee grounds. 

Gagne displayed a photo of a cow wearing a crude 
form of a diaper, and he tested the method with his own 
dog, Chloe. He spent four hours observing his dog with 
her methane-capturing device tied around her bottom 
to capture her occasional bursts of methane. He not 
only tried filling it with coffee grounds, but he also tried 
charcoal, and found that both likely would do the job 
okay. 

Chloe, Gagne said, was indeed very cooperative, and 
likely earned him a prize in the Science Fair. 

"This is phenomenal," said RMS Principal Derek 
Medeiros. "This is the epitome of hands-on learning. This 
is what kids can get passionate about . . . and it's great."

This Mattapoisett Life

As it turns out. Dad had a very active imagination. 
You'd never suspect that if you met him, attired as he 
always was in a uniform of matching Dickies work shirts 
and pants, argyle socks, and dark gum-soled shoes. He 
never left the house without a baseball cap or a winter 
cap, if the season required one. You wouldn't have 
thought him capable of brilliance or complex thinking; 
that blank look so hard to fathom never gave away his 
thoughts. 

With a youth punctuated by third-grade education, 
near starvation, and a mere wooden shelter for a home. 
Dad must have learned everything he would come to 
know through sheer force of will and human thirst to 
survive. 

In his young adult life, he never had much to say. 
Verbal expression was not his strong suit; yet his restless 
eyes pulled in everything, studied it all and stored away 
information against a day when it might be needed.

In the '60s, the strain of living seemed to catch up 
with him. A brooding, angry, depressed man replaced 
the earnest, but quiet, soul. I'd watch for a sign that an 
eruption was near at hand, but it never happened. He 
wasn't that type. Whatever grown-up struggles of finance, 
commerce, and marriage he was dealing with were 
foreign to me. He was just Dad. Best to give him a wide 
berth and go ride my bike. 

There were strange happenings between him and 
Ma. The congested emotional highway they traveled was 
very loud, too loud, and filled with poisonous exhaust 
fumes that strangled us children. We hid in separate 
hiding places, made ourselves safe unto ourselves, or not, 
and never felt the comfort of parents or each other. Tiny 
islands being slowly eroded, dissolving into a sea of pain. 

By the '70s, Dad had found some footing, but he 
continued his never-ending schedule of sleeping, eating, 
and working by the clock face. Time was money. Six a.m. 
breakfast. Noontime lunch. Five p.m. supper. Nine p.m. 
bedtime. Repeat, repeat, repeat. 

Yet he had somehow become more animated, as if his 
own maturing somehow freed him a bit and conservation 
slowly began to develop into something you could engage 
in with him over a cup of instant coffee, but only if he was 
sitting at his kitchen table. 

He spent a great deal of time completely alone in a 
house full of people. 

During the late '70s and into the '80s, he was starting 
to show interest in the world outside his schedule. Dad 
pursued a hobby. He bought a camper, something my son 
and I became beneficiaries of when he drove west, alone, 
to collect us from the California dream that had become a 
nightmare. During those long, hot days in the Winnebago, 
across expanses of highway and wide-open skies, along 
old Route 66 and new interstates, on a schedule of 500 
miles per day, he opened up to me. 

All along there had been secret desires, losses, deep 
penetrating sorrows, hopes, and even dreams, always 
imaginative dreams of a future where comfort and plenty 
factored in heavily. 

He was still Dad, but I was a woman by then, and in 
him I saw a man, a man who had tried, failed, and tried 
again because, simply put, that is what a man is supposed 
to do.

imagination was fully actualized via frontal lobe injury 
Dad would reveal so much more. Not all of it was easy to 
deal with, not all of it was the stuff of dinnertime happy 
banter, but there were times of laughter, even joy The 
golden years for him produced treasure I now own. 

When those final few weeks of living became too 
tricky for him to manage even with help, when living 
and thinking and dreaming and imagination converged 
in a raging river of impossible behavior, I mourned. Now 
would come the time when losing him, saying goodbye, 
would be an eternal process for me. I could let go of the 
physical old body that lie in the nursing home bed, rigid 
joints, gasping, and then, easy from medication mercifully 
administered, a soft rush of air and gone. I could let go of 
that body, but not of Dad. 

We are forced to say goodbye. It is natural, although 
we are often loath to accept that reality. We are left, if we 
are lucky, with something peaceful and good to enjoy 
until our own unthinking arrives and the process is 
repeated and repeated again. 

Dad did what a man of his era was supposed to do. 
He loved his family to his full ability, expected little or 
nothing in return, and hoped against hope that everything 
would be all right in the end.

"We might have disturbed a little nap he or she was 
taking in the field," said Lavin. "It popped its head up . . . 
and then it turned and high-tailed it right to the forest." 

Lavin said she had never seen a bear in the wild 
in the past, and she had never seen a fisher cat, either. 
Looking at a photo of a fisher cat, she stated, "I'm pretty 
sure it was a bear . . . but it could be [a fisher cat]. We'll be 
keeping an eye on things here." 

Back in July and August of 2011, a young black bear 
was spotted in several locations throughout Tri-Town 
and also in Plymouth, but he hasn't turned up in the 
meantime. Massey said that during those months, she 
sometimes received a number of phone calls daily from 
nervous residents reporting bear sighting, but this month 
so far, she hasn't received a single call. 

"The last time we had a bear, I got calls up the 
wazoo," said Massey. "The last time the bear was here, 

I got a call sometimes three or four times a day. I've got 
nothing this time. . . ." 

The lack of calls this time around leads Massey to 
question the validity of the bear sightings, leaning more 
towards a fisher cat with its long tail hidden from view. 

Massey said in 2011 there was likely more than 
one bear, since she and an animal control officer from a 
neighboring town were both on the phone in separate 
locations reporting their own separate bear sightings to 
each other live. 

"This week, I called Rochester to see if she's gotten 
any calls," said Massey. Nope, not yet. ...

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At this time, Massey doesn't want the public to panic 
at the thought of a bear roaming around the area. After 
all, the bear is much more afraid of you than you of it. 

"Could it be here? Sure," said Massey. "Is it here? I 
can't say." 

If you ever see a bear on your property, keep calm 
and simply make a lot of noise to scare it off. They aren't 
there for your chickens, Massey said, and they aren't 
prone to "killing things." 

At this time, there is no definitive confirmation of 
the presence of a bear returning to Tri-Town but, in the 
meantime, keep your trash barrels secured, said Massey, 
because the area has a lot of other wild animals that could 
cause a lot more trouble than a lonely bear. 
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"I don't understand the panic," said Massey. There 
is no need to call 911. "If it's trying to get in your house 
(which it won't) then yeah, call me. . .. Just make a lot of 
noise. They'll take off." 


Sewer Rates to Increase Significantly 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Sewer users in Marion will see a significant increase 
in their sewer bills come this next fiscal year after the 
Marion Board of Selectmen on June 7 approved the 
recommendation to increase the rates set by the Water/ 
Sewer Rate Committee. 

Finance Director Judith Mooney said a 2.5% base 
sewer rate hike was simply not enough to cover the cost 
of future debt related to the sewer treatment plant and 
the almost $1 million appropriated at Town Meeting for 
ongoing engineering costs for sewer plant upgrades. 

Tier 1 sewer users, which Mooney said includes 
roughly 85-90% of residents, will see about a 4% increase 
in their bill. An average household of 2.5 people could see 
an increase of about $42.30 annually. 

Tier 2 users, the scenario being a home of five 
occupants, will see a $197.30 average increase annually. 
Tier 3, of which Mooney said there are only limited users, 
will see an average annual increase of roughly $514. 

We feel this [scenario] is the best," said Mooney. "It 
meets the revenues. It helps out with the fixed income 
[households]..."

This sewer rate increase is mainly driven by the 
imminent National Pollutant Discharge Elimination 
System (NPDES) permit renewal that calls for a number 
of costly upgrades to the existing wastewater treatment 
plant. 

"It's a definite. YouTl see another increase next 
year," said Mooney. "How much? . . . Right now, we're 
concentrating on fiscal year [2017]." 

Water rates will see a slight increase of 2.5%, leading 
to an average increase of $3.92 for the year for Tier 1. 
Mooney said residents have asked her recently how much 
one gallon costs, which Mooney said is less than one cent. 

In other matters, selectmen approved Police Chief 
Lincoln Miller's request to hire a full-time officer to make 
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up for a vacant full-time shift currently covered by part- 
time officers that may be leaving for full-time positions in 
other towns, and a full-time shift left vacant by an injured 
officer out of work for a number of months. 

"The coverage for that has cost us considerable 
overtime," said Chief Miller. "We are using a lot of 
overtime and to get an officer up and sent to police 
academy is twenty- two weeks." 

Miller said he was not looking for a specific 
appointment that night, simply a vote of support for his 
recommendation, which he received unanimously 

"I just want to be able to make an actual offer when 
the time is right," Miller said. 

Also during the meeting, selectmen gave Shea 
Doonan approval to move forward with the process of 
acquiring an aquaculture license. 

Doonan had initially sought an aquaculture license 
for a site off Ram Island, but the state denied the license 
due to the presence of eelgrass. 

Shellfish Officer Adam Murphy recommended that 
the selectmen approve this first step in the process. 

"This site looks good; however, we didn't do a 
dive survey," said Murphy. A representative from the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries was present, 
Murphy said, who gave a nod to the site, but nothing is 
certain until the survey is complete. 

The site is used for recreational purposes, such as 
kayaks and paddleboards, Murphy said, "But it doesn't 
appear to impede any of the navigation."

The matter will require a public hearing in the near 
future, and the Marion Conservation Commission will 
also hold a public hearing of its own to approve the 
project. 

Selectmen also approved the appointment of Harold 
Terpenny as assistant harbormaster / shellfish officer. 
Harbormaster Isaac Perry said Terpenny was a participant 
in the Old Rochester Regional High School "School to 
Work Program" and has demonstrated a remarkable 
ability and eagerness to learn. Selectman Stephen 
Gonsalves vouched for Terpenny as well, saying he was a 
neighbor who is "respectful" and "responsible." 

In other matters, after a brief discussion, the board 
decided that it would make sense to apply for a grant for 
a second and a third electric car to add to the town's fleet. 

On another note, selectmen commented on the recent 
banning of smoking at Silvershell Beach as per the Board 
of Health. The designated smoking section, which the 
Board of Health noted was in a poor spot located right 
at the edge of the beach, will be removed as a result of 
updated smoking regulations that prohibit smoking in 
public spaces and work places in Marion. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman and Recreation 
Director Jody Dickerson pointed out that the Board 
of Health initially chose that particular spot for the 
designated smoking section three years ago. 

Selectmen did not appear thrilled with the complete 
ban of smoking in public. 

"Does that include public sidewalks?" asked

Selectman Stephen Cushing. "How far does this go?"

Cavanaugh, a schoolteacher employed by the Town 
of Rochester, will retire from her teaching position this 
year and, as Cavanaugh explained, will also be retiring 
from the Board of Assessors as an essential act to collect 
her pension. 

"In order to receive my pension, I would have to 
retire (from the Board of Assessors)/' said Cavanaugh. 

Selectmen Chairman Naida Parker explained in a 
follow-up interview that Cavanaugh, in order to collect 
her teaching pension, cannot continue as an employee of 
the town in the capacity of a compensated member of the 
Board of Assessors.

effectively retired from her teaching position and 
Board of Assessors position on June 30, will likely seek 
appointment to the Board of Assessors on July 1. At 
that point, Cavanaugh's membership on the Board of 
Assessors would no longer be a position that pays into the 
retirement fund. Upon the next election cycle, Cavanaugh 
would again have to run as a candidate for the Board of 
Assessors. 

Although Cavanaugh has not formally stated this 
intention to seek appointment or run in the next election, 
Parker said the move would make sense. 

In the meantime, said Parker, anyone else in town 
interested in an appointment to the Board of Assessors, 
which pays a stipend of just over $6,000 annually, should 
submit a letter of interest to the Board of Selectmen.

residents Gail Carlson and Dennis Dimos once again sat 
in front of the board members to air their concerns and 
seek assistance. 

Carlson said that a planned mail kiosk is in the 
wrong location and that the former developer, Joseph 
Furtado, had promised it would be moved. The current 
location will create a driving hazard, she said. 

But before they could finish that line item in a long 
list of promises that have been made yet not satisfied, 
Dimos said work on Phase 2 - referred to as "the back" - 
has been taking place for the last three weeks while little 
or nothing was being done on Phase 1. 

Chairman Tom Tucker appeared unsatisfied. 

"They are not to do anything in the back!" Tucker 


stated with controlled frustration. 

Tucker said that he had not been able to participate in 
the May 16 meeting, at which time the new development 
team of Mark Marcos and Armand Cortellesso appeared 
before the board. At that meeting, they agreed to provide 
as-built plans and to work with the town's engineering 
team headed up by Ken Motta of Field Engineering, but 
they were not given permission to move forward with 
Phase 2. Also weighing in the balance is a previously 
negotiated tri-party agreement. However, with the 
withdrawal of Furtado from the project, that agreement is 
most likely null and void. 

"Mark Marcos refuses to speak to anyone," Carlson 
said. "He's playing hardball and saying he's going to go 
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by the plans, but Joe (Furtado) said he'd fix things." 

Carlson said that Marcos is moving forward 
executing work to an old plan that doesn't take into 
consideration incorrect construction that has already 
taken place on Phase 1. 

Dimos inserted, "They were out there at six o'clock 
in the morning! Suddenly, a contractor came up to us and 
said, 'We need to put conduits through your front yard.'" 

Carlson said Marcos had commented to her that, "We 
are done with the Planning Board." 

Tucker said, "Oh yeah? I spoke to Mark Marcos on 
the phone and he said he knew not to go back there." 

Highway Surveyor Barry Denham told Tucker, "I 
didn't know they weren't supposed to start working on 
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Phase 2." He said they needed to get answers from Field 
Engineering regarding confirmation of work completed 
and incomplete on Phase 1, but that Motta was having a 
hard time getting answers. 

"We are on our third ownership. This is getting 
ridiculous!" Tucker said. "These guys are jerking us 
around." 

Dimos asked, "Is there anything we can do to stop 
this so they will meet with us?" 

Tucker instructed board member Nathan Ketchel to 
contact the town's attorney to request a cease and desist 
order. He said he would not be able to attend the next 
meeting due to his work schedule. 

Looking at Carlson and Dimos, Tucker said, "Lip 
service needs to stop." He also told Dimos to "Call the 
police" if construction resumes before 7:00 am. 

In other business, Alan Decker from the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition and Doug Schneider of N. Douglas Schneider 
& Associates, Inc. came before the board to request Form 
A determinations on several parcels, all part of land 
acquisitions recently made by the town and the coalition 
for protection of the Mattapoisett River aquifer, along 
with text changes on the plans to ensure protection of the 
lands into perpetuity. Those requests were approved. 

Also seeking a Form A not required determination 
was Mike Esposito, 18 and 20 Ned's Point Road, to convey 
an unbuildable parcel from number 20 to number 18, 
putting legal access to a pier into number 18 exclusively. 
Esposito owns both properties. His request was approved. 
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The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning Board 
is scheduled for June 20 at 7:00 pm in the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall conference room. 


Enforcement Order Issued to Wellspring Farm 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Wellspring Farm located at 42 Hiller Road in 
Rochester was cited on June 7 for encroaching and 
altering wetlands by storing a massive manure pile - a 
pile that has grown to a whopping quarter-acre as high as 
10 feet over the past 20 years. 

Jim and Gretchen Vogel have been operating a 
therapeutic riding center at this location for years. The 
center provides outdoor activities for children and young 
adults with autism, as well as cognitive and behavioral 
challenges. The program features the use of horses 
and donkeys, animals whose daily output is not only 
companionship and positive experiences for the clients 
but also, naturally, manure. 

Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon explained to the 
Rochester Conservation Commission that on Friday, June 
3, she received several complaints that activity was taking 
place in wetlands on the Vogels' property. One complaint 
came from an unnamed neighbor and another from the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
who had also received a complaint. 

Farinon contacted the town's legal counsel, Blair 
Bailey, for guidance on how to proceed. She also 
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explained that due to the notifications coming late in 
the afternoon on a Friday, there was insufficient time 
to list the complaint as a public hearing for the June 
7 Conservation Commission meeting, so she instead 
listed it under new business, which Bailey advised was 
acceptable. 

On Monday, June 6, Farinon made a site visit to 
Wellspring Farm and found the massive manure pile 
and an additional open paddock area that was breaching 
jurisdictional areas. In total, she estimated that 20,000 
square-feet of wetlands had been affected. 

"This is not to be taken lightly," Farinon said. 

Farinon presented the commissioners with a drafted 
enforcement order that had been penned with the 
assistance of legal counsel. 

The Vogels were present and quietly listened to the 
proceedings, asking for the commission's assistance to 
repair the damage that had been done. 

Discussion about the best practices for removing the 
manure from the property while managing the ongoing 
hourly output of the animals was pondered. Mr. Vogel 
was told he needed to work with an environmental 
scientist to delineate and repair the wooded swampland. 

The enforcement order requires that Vogel remove 
the offending excrement, cease and desist adding more 
to the pile, get the wetlands delineated, and develop a 
restoration plan that will return the wetlands to their 
original condition. 

Farinon said there aren't any regulations on the 
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amount of manure that can be held on farm properties, 
and that Rochester did not have, but needed, a "manure 
bylaw." 

The Vogels have until July 19 to satisfy the 
enforcement mandates. 

A public hearing was held for Jonathan Rezendes' 

RD A filing for 405 County Road to remove a garage and 
return the area to a grassed space for family use. The 
request received a Negative determination. 

A public hearing was also held for a RDA filing 
from the Town of Rochester Highway Department 
for the repair and installation of a catch basin located 
approximately at 75 Hartley Road situated within a 100- 
foot buffer zone. After discussions that included possible 
ways to manage stormwater in this high flow location, the 
hearing was continued. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, June 22, at 7:00 
pm in the Rochester Town Hall meeting room. 


Planning Board Scrutinizes Solar Farm

Marion Planning Board member Jen Francis on June 6 
was happy to announce a new initiative she has devised. 

"The idea is to increase our access to community 
and the community's access to us," Francis said. "If the 
board agrees, I'd like to add 15 minutes to the Planning 
Board agenda in which anyone can show up without 
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prior notification and ask questions, raise concerns, or 
anything else," she explained. "It will be on a trial basis, 
and if nobody shows up, then we can just move on to the 
rest of the agenda. But it's a dedicated slot to allow us to 
communicate with town residents." 

The board resoundingly agreed to implement Francis' 
idea. 

"Thank you for that, Jen," Chairman Robert Lane 
said, "I think that's really a great idea." 

Scrutiny soon arose from the board regarding the 
Clean Energy Collective solar farm located off Tucker 
Lane. A tree-clearing crew had overcut several plants and 
trees in front of the Tucker Lane location. 

Board member Michael Popitz said, "Tucker Lane 
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occupants are afraid of a loss of value on their homes and 
a loss of enjoyment of their property. I see it as our duty to 
make sure those are protected." He continued, "I've gone 
to the site many times. I've spoken to the inhabitants. 
One-hundred percent of the people I spoke to were 
extremely upset; they don't want to see a scar left from 
the overcutting. I feel personally responsible, and I want 
to make sure nobody is affected by the solar farm." Popitz 
said it should be easy and inexpensive to fix, "and to my 
eyes it hasn't been done yet." 

Eric Aubrey of M+W Group, the solar farm 
contractor, stepped in to explain what had happened on 
Tucker Lane. 

"The tree contractors moved early to Tucker Lane, 
and they went ahead to remove trees before we met 
with Marion's Conservation Commission," said Aubrey. 
"We've since replaced the trees and brush. There are 
thirty- two bushes and also a few trees in place. We want 
to work with the town," he said, "but what we took 
down wouldn't have screened the solar farm from view 
anyway." 

Planning Board member Steve Gonsalves seemed 
slightly incredulous. 

"I know it was a mistake," Gonsalves said, "but the 
plantings are thirty-two plants in a big area. It doesn't 
look like anything was done, and that's what the people 
are feeling. It would've made a difference to plant larger 
things. I know you're making an effort, but the perceived 
effort is not there." 

Francis took a different tack. 
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"The property could've been a building, it would've 
been a lot uglier," she stated. "That wouldn't have 
required visual screening at all. There's a paranoia about 
solar farms from people unfamiliar with them, when it 
could be so much worse." 

Gonsalves disagreed. 

"It's not a paranoia," said Gonsalves. "It's people 
living there not liking what they see." 

Steve Kokkins added, "The aim isn't to restore the 
nature, because it wouldn't provide screening. The intent 
is to provide actual screening, and the timeframe should 
be reasonably short, as in a few months, and should be 
kept in mind in the plans." 

Will Saltonstall summed up the board's stance, 
saying, "We don't need to go overboard, but the re- 
planting effort was undersized." 

The board requested detailed elevation and aerial 
plans of the re-planting and screening effort, as well as 
a maintenance schedule and an estimate on when plant 
screening will actually be achieved by natural growth, by 
the next meeting of the Planning Board. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board will 
be held on Monday, June 20 at 7:00 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

Parents Look to Fund Phys Ed Position

A number of parents have proposed to fundraise over 
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the coming months to raise enough money to pay for the 
reinstatement of a part-time physical education position 
at Sippican School, a position that was cut in the FY2017 
budget and will result in less PE time for students. 

Sue Shannon, a parent and member of the Sippican 
School Council, approached the Marion School 
Committee on May 1, hoping for a nod to move forward 
with a community-driven fundraising effort, which 
Shannon called the "Sippican Student Initiative," to raise 
$30,000 before September 2016 to hire a part-time gym 
teacher for a "Healthy Marion Kids Campaign." 

Shannon said Sippican School parents know "the 
value of playing and movement and exercise," so they 
went to Town Administrator Paul Dawson looking for 
the Town's blessing and a little guidance as to how to go 
about the process. 

"And he (Dawson) saw no impediment from the 
Town in terms of that," said Shannon. "It seems like a do- 
able thing." 

Shannon said the goal is to form a subcommittee 
of parents and community-at-large members to initiate 
the fundraising campaign via a GoFundMe account, as 
well as a proposal and "talking to Tabor," as Shannon 
put it. She also mentioned a sports "promotion day" to 
introduce students to sports and physical activities as a 
side project and to also get the community involved. 

The question, however, is how does the group 
continue to fund the position annually and what will 
happen next year? 

School Business Administrator Patrick Spencer 
advised Shannon that the group would have to set up a 
special fund with the Town, and all money must be raised 
before an employee is hired for the position. 

"You have to have the money in place," said Spencer, 
including a contingency for Unemployment benefits. "The 
total number that we're looking at is more like $40,000." 

And, if the total money raised falls short of that 
amount, Spencer said, "If we don't reach our goal, you 
have to return the money back to the donors." 

Shannon asked if there could be a Plan B of sorts, 
stipulating that if not enough money was raised, could 
the money go towards a recess program offered through 
an organization called "Play works." 

"I think you're better off going out, seeing what you 
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can do, and then come forth and say, 'We've got this 
amount of money, what can we do for the schools?"' said 
Superintendent Doug White. 

School Committee member Christine Winters, 
concerned about the ramifications of the fundraising 
logistics as well as the hiring of an employee covered 
under collective bargaining, preferred White's suggested 
path forward. She added that the School Committee could 
hold a special meeting in August to review the progress of 
the fundraiser. 

"That way we're not taking a vote tonight that ties 
your hands, either," said Winters. 

School Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini 
thanked Shannon and the other parents for their efforts. 

"We so appreciate it. We really do," said Marcolini. 
"You really stepped up as a member of the community . . . 
and I really applaud you." 

In other matters, Mike Feeney of the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health gave a detailed presentation 
on the air quality testing performed in April at Sippican 
School. 

"We're within parameters where we would 
say, 'Improve the ventilation,"' said Feeney. The 
measurements, he said, all were below the national 
standards. 

Although no noxious gasses or environmental 
irritants were found in any significant amounts, one 
major concern was a crawl space below the floors of 
one of the wings of the school built in 1954. Feeney said 
condensation was present back in April so, in summer, 
he said, "I would not be surprised if this thing was just 
dripping with moisture.... It's because air can't get down 
there to help get the moisture out and to increase the 
temperature of the floor." 

Feeney recommended, among other minor things, 
turning off the air conditioning during summer vacation 
months and ventilating crawl spaces. Blocked air 
vents within classrooms should also be cleared and the 
ventilation system further assessed. 

This was the last meeting of the Marion School 
Committee for this school year. School committee 
meetings will resume in the fall.

Ghostbusters (1984). Starring Bill Murray and Dan 
Aykroyd. Directed by Ivan Reitman. Running time: 105 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG. Showing at AMC North 
Dartmouth Mall on June 8 and June 12 at 2pm and 7pm. 

As we approach the dawn of the Ghostbusters 
reboot, the original film seems to have assumed the 
status of a sacred text, an inviolable classic, so it's good 
that the thing itself is getting a brief re-release in theaters 
nationwide. That way, we can be reminded that the 
movie is ... good. Often very good. But great? There is 
a collaboration between Bill Murray and Harold Ramis 
that does achieve greatness, and that's Groundhog Day. But 
Ghostbusters ? It's fine, funny, painless entertainment, and 
it benefits from co-writer Dan Aykroyd's soulful sincerity 
on the subject of metaphysics. It's also formulaic and 
made out of a bunch of older parts — which, I suppose, 
one could also say about Raiders of the Lost Ark , except 
that Ghostbusters director Ivan Reitman on his best day 
can't come near Steven Spielberg on his worst. 

For all its wit and snark and baggy-pants- 
Lovecraftian mash-up, Ghostbusters is very much an 
'80s film, and not just because of the pop music on 
the soundtrack (even Air Supply pokes their heads in, 
and Reitman buries their song as best he can). It's a bit 
thoughtless politically; it has the same slobs-against- 
snobs structure as earlier Ramis efforts like Animal House 
and Caddy shack, but here the stakes are much bigger, 
so the snobs are represented by the Environmental 
Protection Agency, as obvious a Reagan-era straw man 
as any (Reagan and his advisors loved the film). The 
Ghostbusters begin as a trio (Murray, Aykroyd and 
Ramis) and then bring in an African-American (Ernie 
Hudson) who seems a sop to tokenism even though he's 
more likely meant to be a regular-guy avatar for the many 
non- techies in the audience. Women are receptionists or 
bimbos or victims of the uncanny; even Gozer, the plot's 
evil entity from another dimension, is played by Serbian 
model Slavitza Jovan. 

Most of this, though, is mitigated by a surfeit 
of personality. It's tempting to say that Murray, Ramis 
and especially Aykroyd were ideally cast at that point 
in their careers — the more I see the film the more the 



enthusiastic, 
emotional, uncool 
Aykroyd shines 
through as the 
movie's true 
hero by right of 
sheer likability. 

Sigourney Weaver wrote herself a second career as a 
screen comedian (she'd been funny onstage for years by 
1984, often in plays by Christopher Durang) and also got 
to be empoweringly erotic in a way that trumped Leia 
in the previous year's Return of the Jedi. Rick Moranis' 
Louis, the single-minded accountant, is a fresh and gently 
satirical creation, and William Atherton contributes the 
first of his '80s triptych of hissable jerks (continued with 
Real Genius and Die Hard) with that aforementioned EPA 
agent. Reagan-friendly as that character is, he has a point, 
and it's only his arrogant manner that truly marks him as 
deserving of ridicule and Stay-Puft glop. 

The movie is '80s-slick, with the typical 
soundtrack selected to shift units — Ray Parker Jr. had 
his one hit with the theme song and was seldom heard 
from again — and a certain flashy, bluish-purple look 
courtesy of cinematographer Laszlo Kovacs. The lighting 
has that big-movie John Badham sheen to it, wedded to 
Elmer Bernstein's usual semi-parodic instrumental score 
he specialized in for various comedies (in, again, the '80s) 
involving SNL alumni. The human beats in the story are 
small (the biggest arc is Bill Murray's as he becomes less 
of a pig to deserve Sigourney Weaver's hand), but the 
scale is vast — though not as wild as Aykroyd originally 
envisioned, apparently. That's the true conflict of the 
movie, between shlubby humanity and filmmaking 
gigantism. 

And yet, despite the flaws I've dwelled on here, 

I feel real affection for Ghostbusters. How could you not? 
It's goofy, funny, homey — it's genuine comfort food. 

It's just that I don't see a great difference, qualitatively 
or thematically, between it and Caddy shack or Stripes or 
Meatballs; it just has massive effects by Richard Edlund 
and company. It's probably the most kid-friendly of those 
four Murray vehicles (if you ignore a quick PG-rated 
fellatio joke), and thus it has endured as a horror-comedy 
alongside such peers as Gremlins and Beetlejuice. (A case 
could be made that Ghostbusters was a Tim Burton film a 
year or two early.) Its jocular DNA persists in blockbusters 
ranging from Men in Black to Guardians of the Galaxy , and 
it was one of the movies "sweded" in Be Kind Rewind. The 
anti-establishment supernatural farce has become, finally 
and inevitably, establishment.

tragic mistakes. Of the 84 seamen aboard the tankers, 70 
would be rescued. Tougias tells the tale of the men, the 
storm, the wrecks, and the four young Coast Guardsmen 
who launched themselves over Chatham Bars and into 
the storm to save the 32 souls stranded on the stern of the 
Pendleton. 

Tougias has said, "This event was - and still is - the 
greatest, most daring sea rescue ever performed by the 
Coast Guard, and it happened right here off the New 
England coast.
